MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
For  the  Year  1953 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  District  has  continued 
to  be  satisfactory  during  the  year  1953.  The  adjusted  death  rate  of 
11.3  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population  compares  favourably 
with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (11.4).  The  birth  rate  at  19.5 
per  thousand  shows  a very  definite  increase  on  1952.  It  is  in  fact 
the  highest  birth  rate  in  the  District  since  1949,  and  is  above  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  (15.5).  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  39 
per  thousand  live  births,  an  increase  compared  with  the  previous 
year.  I am  happy  to  report  that  no  maternal  death  occurred 
during  the  year  under  review. 

The  total  incidence  of  infectious  disease  shows  a slight  increase, 
there  being  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  cf  whooping  cough, 
but  there  were  fewer  cases  of  scarlet  fever. 

It  is  a matter  of  some  concern  that  there  were  15  cases  of 
diphtheria  notified,  the  majority  of  them  amongst  children  who  had 
not  previously  been  immunised.  Unfortunately,  two  of  these  non- 
immunised  children  died.  This,  in  spite  of  a high  degree  of  propa- 
ganda in  connection  with  diphtheria  immunisation,  and  a continued 
satisfactory  response  from  parents.  For  the  second  year  in 
succession  no  cases  of  polio-myelitis  were  reported. 
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The  incidence  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  shows  little  change 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  and  in  conjunction  with  the  local 
chest  clinic  every  effort  is  being  made  to  tackle  this  very  challenging 
condition.  There  is  little  doubt  more  cases  have  been  diagnosed  as 
the  result  of  early  investigation  on  the  part  of  the  Chest  Physicians.

Council  House  Inspection  : 

House  to  house  inspections  of  Council  Houses  has  been  carried  out 
during  the  year  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  1,677  visits  having  been  made 
for  this  purpose. 

Interviews  : 

During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  had  332  interviews 
with  landlords  and/or  contractors. 

Disinfestations  : 

Five  Council  houses  and  six  private  houses  were  found  to  be  bug 
infested  and  disinfestation  was  carried  out  by  the  Department. 

During  the  year  twenty-seven  private  houses  were  also  treated  for 
cockroach  infestation,  the  occupiers  paying  the  cost  of  the  work.  Six 
Council  houses  were  treated  at  the  Council’s  expense. 

Prosecution. 

One  prosecution  under  section  154  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936 
was  undertaken  during  the  year,  and  a conviction  obtained.

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Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  : 

Milk  Supply— 

The  bulk  of  the  milk  supply  for  the  district  comes  from  the  large 
dealers  outside  the  area.  There  is  now  only  one  cow-keeper  with  premises 
within  the  district  registered  under  The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949. 
Other  purvejmrs  of  milk  with  premises  within  the  district  total  seventeen. 
Premises  are  inspected  frequently  and  their  condition  is  good. 

Ice  Cream  : 

There  are  45  premises  within  the  district  from  which  Ice  Cream  is  sold. 
Forty-three  are  dealers  only,  and  two  are  manufacturing  dealers.  Of  the 
latter  one  is  making  a hot  mix,  and  the  other  uses  the  complete  cold  mix 
powder.  Premises  are  frequently  inspected  and  all  operations  regularly 
scrutinised.  Conditions  are  satisfactory  on  all  these  premises. 

There  are  15  vendors  of  ice  cream  registered  under  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  ( General  Powers)  Act,  1951. 
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During  the  year  105  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  the  methy- 
lene blue  test  with  the  following  results  : —
